I was the stirrer and fire t 
tender, as I was on tho lard, ill's uncle did the seasoning, dth all tliat could 
bo used for something olse uood up, including all the bit 3 of fat for trio 1 rd then 
prised, the puddin was relatively fat free. I loved it than and x did tliat heaping 
tablespoon of it I took Saturday. 

I was also the fire tender and tlie stirrer on what is called scrapple elsewhere 
but her, I think the name coning down with the henna.
